At the outbreak of the Civil War, subject, a Gorman, who was living; in dpuiish 

liorocco, offered his services to FRA.'.'CC, who was a friend of his. the urgent problem 

of the moment was transport, and it was decided that subject sould see Hitler 

to arrange for transport aircraft and material to bo sent to Sta in. Although 

Hitler was willing to send supplies as a political fa«co, Goerfng insisted uhat they 

be paid for in Spanish products. In order to accomplish this exchange, subject sot 

up two companies, RCWAK in Berlin and illSMA in Tctuan. As the exportable surplus 

available to Spain consisted of products such as wines, resins, skins, cork and minerals, 

subject found it uecossart to launch subsidiary companies to deal wish each of. .those 

commodities. He therefore founded- A3H0, EXPCRTADCRA DE PIELES, Cli.. GENERAL LE LhKAS, 

HERWJJN GAERTKifo and IJL'EPaLES uo ESPAUA, all under the control of HIS15A. In the course 
of time other companies were either bought or acquired. Subject sep up a number of mining 
companies, and 30F INDUS in in possession of one of th:» uost comprehensive mineralogical 
surveys ever made in Spain. IlLSHA became the largest and probably the most important 
single factor/ in the economy of Nationalist Spain. In. 11/38 it was replaced by SGFINUUS, 
an organization virtually controlled by the German Government under the direction of subject. 
As ft condition to his cooperation with the allies, s bject has stipulated that , as he is 
personally indebtea to many persons in Gpain in high places, no trouble hb caused these 
persons. Subject reiterated ‘that under no circumstances -would he compromise the poeple -tfto 
had assisted him in his v/ork. A British expert in liadrid considers that, although a defeated 
enemy national:, subject is still ri forceful personality : and a peftent factor in Spanish 
politics. He is' said to be responsible for Spain’s present government, more than any other 
individual, ilau r.ore influence - with Franco than the British and American Embassies combined. 

It is doubtful that the Spaniards would ever agree to hand subject over to the Allies.
